I have your letter of March 7, stating that the Council of the 
4. Il. S. desires to reduce the number of subscriptions to The Numis- 
matist from 400 to 300, with a corresponding reduction in price from 
$400 to $300 per year. 

When I assumed charge of the magazine I was told by Mr. Adams, 
the former manager, that the agreement with the Society was to fur- 
nish 400 copies for $400, and that the agreement could be terminated 
by either party on 30 days' notice. Nothing was said about a reduc- 
tion in quantity with a corresponding reduction in price, and I do 
not know whether there was a clause in the agreement to that effect or 
not, but I think not. 

The Numismatist is costing us to produce considerable more than 
it cost us when this agreement was made with the Society. And the 
price the Society is paying--$1 a subscription--is very low consider- 
ing the cost of publication and attending expenses. 

I assume that the Society had 400 members when the agreement for 
400 copies was made, and that it desired to subscribe for its full 
membership. According to your last report you had about 360 members, 
and I feel that a reduction to 350 should be the minimum subscribed 
for. 

If the Society reduces the number to 300 it will mean a reduction 
in our revenue of $100 a year, which will mean a reduction in the 
number of pages of the magazine, as the number of pages is regulated 
by our income. 

While we sympathize with the Society in being compelled to re- 
trench in its expenditures, the A. N. A. and The Numismatist im caqually 
unfortunate in this respect, due to the same cause,

Numismatic Society wes held at 8 2, M. om May, 2nd, 1916, President 
Newell presiding. The subject was “An Evening with the Durkee 
Collection®. With the aid of the stereopticon Mr. Howland Wood 
showed a number of pieces, sna Fave & very interesting talk, which 
is briefly summed up as foliocws:~ :

The collection of Oriental coins, known as the Durkee Collection, 


Wes purchased some thirty years ago by the late Joseph }!. Durkee while 


in India from a Hindo gentlemen, Pandit Ratan Nerain, of Delhi, and 
from some native in orators or Bankok. 

Our savention was first called to the collection by a comnounication 
from the Indian Numismatic Society asking if. its present whereabouts 
Gould be ascertained. It was located in the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
where the gold iii had neon on exhibition for some years; the balance 
of the collection had never been a Co ané—-was—stored—away—in-the—— 
@etinae. After some negotietions, the Oriental section together with some 
miscellaneous English coins pais transferred to our Society. The Roman 
gold is still in the Metropolitan. 

The collection we have here is very rich in the Indian series, 
especially those of the Pathan Sultans of Delhi, and the Mughat Emperors 

, a8 weil*as the minor native states. The pre-Mohammedan coins, such 48 
joe Ractrians, Indo-Sythians, Guptas, etc., are not so well represented 
ag the Moslem isaues.. ‘The other dynasties and divisions of the Mo~ 

: hammedan world are weak the farther away from india they are. The 
Persian series is fairly strong, the Afghan coinsges are well repre= 
sented und the Sénivend Asian groups are moderately strong. The Far 
Eastern coins, which seemed to have been braght entire, a wut frag- 
mentary excext a wonderful asseriblage of Siamese porcelain tokens 
numbering oyer fourteen hundred specimens.

on account of the language and the apparent sameneas ‘and lack,’ to the 
uninitiated, of decided characteristies, such as portraiture and repre- 
sentation of iiving things.

a ee very glad to have a revised mail list of the Society's mem- 
bers. It should have been done some time ago, and I believe it would 
be a good plan to revise it annually in the future. That there should 
be errors in it is quite natural, having gone so long without revision, 
and also on account of the different classes of subscribers, and I be- 
lieve you will understand conditions a little better if I go into detail.

When I took charge, all three classes were together in a Single 
index arranged by States. Mr. Adams' plan was to give each class a 
different colored card. This would work well on the start, but as time 
went on and the relations of the members changed, the plan could not be 
‘relied on, and there wes very little data on the cards to indicate to 
which class they belonged, and the color of the @ard:was no longer a 
guide. d 

The rule has been thet where the magazine goes to one who is a mem- 
ber of both societies, if he pays as a member. of the A.N.A., it is not 
charged to the Society, unless he especially requests the two copies, 
then one is charged to each. You noted that Messrs. Blake and deLager- 
berg were down for two copies, one: of each being erased. This will 
explain that.

During the past year about a third of the Curator's time 
was devoted to the coins and medals, the rest of the time being 
devoted to the work of the Society, including correspondence, the 
Journal and visitors, visitors alone taking up one seventh of 
the time. During two-thirds of the year the Curator had an as- 
Sistant who waited on many of the visitors, performed much of the 
routine work, besides helping very greatly in arranging and classi- 
fying the coins. If it had not been for the aid given by the 
assistant, very little time could have been given the coins and 
medals. 


The work of rearranging the coins in the new cabinets is 
now virtually complete, and decided progress has been made in 
Classifying the Oriental coins. Of all the series of coins the 
Society possesses, this is our most important subdivision. 


Throughout the year valuable service has been given to 
collectors, manufacturers, writers and publishers on various 
phases of our activities: We have supplied numerous photographs, 
casts, etc., of coins and medals, and especially our war medals 
and decorations. A large number of publishers have come to us 
for information and photographs, as we were the only place that 
could give them the requisite data. In fact, one writer made 
our building his home, so to speak, for a number of weeks, draw- 
ing on our mass of. material for a large series of articles con-- 
cerning war decorations. We have also been of service to the 
Government in this matter. 


Our exhibitions have been varied, but perhaps not as 
extensive as in other years, as the main exhibit was the display 
of medals relating to Peace Treaties that has been on display 
during the whole year and has only recently been withdrawn. The 
different exhibitions have been as follows:

Another collection consisting of Mohammedan copper 
coins, likewise the gift of ii. Newell, is on its way over 
from Europe.

‘medals, and Mr. Saltus has continued sending us from time to 
time various decorations. | | 

While in Puris during the sumer, M.Andrd Salles 
handed me a number of curious African money in iron, shaped 
like spits, us well as a number of Oriental ooins. ; 

In kéeping with our policy of adding to our war 
decorations, we ‘have been obtaining from various sources the 
mactvems pedges and medals given by the different states, cities 
and towns to their soldiers in the world war. We realize that
